What is undeniably a feeling of dissatisfaction has been ex- 


pressed thmout the city and valley this week because of the 
decision of the California Interscholastic Federation to once 
more-include Covina high school in the Sari Gabriel Valley lea- 
gue, 
after a year during- which Covina has been free-lancing in 


football and other athletics. 


The Cardinal and White, newspap- 


er spokesman for the student-body of 
the high' school, expresses the opin- 
ion this week that Covina's return 
to the league is a step in the right 
direction. . School officials, however, 
are dubious of the move, to say the 
least, and supporters of the Covina 
Colts in city and valley are not 
pleased with the decision. 


A statement by Bill Dredge of the 


Cardinal and White is as follows: 


' A decision that is expected to 


settle athletic disputes which have 
been standing for some time was 
made by the C. I. F. in a meeting 
last Saturday. The federation made 
one of the most dractic and import- 
ant changes in the history of south- 
ern prep athletics when they re- 
entered Covina in a revised San Ga- 
briel Valley league which is to con- 
sist of El Monte, Montebello, Dow- 
ney£ Citrus, and Puente.

While it is true 
that the players did not enter into 
this bitterness, it was pointed out 
that townspeople took it upon them- 
selves to create a strong dissension, 
and the result was bad in every way 
for business and social relations be- 
tween the towns. 


A movement has been started by 


several organizations in the Covina 
valley to bring about a rescinding 
of the decision to include Covina in 
the valley league. The conditions ex- 
isting last year., when Covina played 
larger schools and colleges and made 
an excellent showing without endan- 
gering the peace of the valley is 
pointed out to be far better than to 
participate in a local league that en- 
genders jealousy. It may be that the 
citizens will insist that Covina ig- 
nore the league altogether, especially 
because of the fact that more than 
half of the games would be forfeited 
to Covina, thus ruining the season. 


The question has come to be some- 


thing more than merely a school 
question. It affects all of the busi- 
ness and personal relations in the 
valley. Covina high school's ability 
for several years to win over other 
schools in the valley has brot about 
a most undesirable condition of jeal- 
ousy, thru no fault of the school it- 
self. Many citizens declare that il 
would be far better for eveiyonc if 
the schools of the San Gabriel valley 
were not again entered in competi- 
tive football.

More laws that penalize everybody because of the care- 


lessness or criminality of The few, are being enacted each 
year, in this state and in the country. 


Governor Young: has signed the law making liability 


insurance compulsory for all holders of licenses to drive 
automobiles. In theory, it seems fair that every person 
should be financially able to pay for the damage incurring 
from carelessness or misfortune, or from reckless driving. 


Hut we are of the opinion that reckless drivers will not 


be made into wreckless drivers by laAv. In fact, if every 
person is compelled to be under insurance bond for poten- 
tial acts of damage, many will take the "we should'worry" 
attitude, and take more chances. This is true to a large 
extent in connection with insurance against automobile 
theft. Many a man has been heard to say that he didn't 
bother to lock bis ear because the insurance company would 
buy him a new one if it was stolen. 


It is a well known fact that banks have adopted a policy 


of complete non-resistance to bandits, because these insti- 
tutions are now thoroly covered against losses from this 
source. Bank hold-ups and auto thefts have come to be 
something- in the nature of an industry in America. The 
actual result of such law is. in mwny instances, to protect 
the criminal against society. 


Several times in this state, and again at the last legis- 


lature, attempts have been made to make it compulsory 
for- every person to possess a permit to own fire-arms. 
Householders and business men, ranchers, sportsmen—all 
would, under this law, be classified, fingerprinted, and a 
long description of themselves and their weapons placed 
on file in the archives of the police. The result of this law 
would be that the law-abiding would comply with the law, 
and the criminal would laugh at it. It would disarm the 
good citizens and place them still more at the mercy of 
the lawless. 


Trying to curb crime »;by curbing the peaceful citizens 


of the country is a fallacy that seems an obsession with 
some kinds of reformers. 


American civilization is coming to be more complex, 


more irritating, more circumscribed every year. Ancient 
Rome became so involved in the snarls of inflicting and 
conflicting law that the only remedy was to destroy all laAv. 
They took all the law-books out and burned them in a big 
public demonstration. Germany was placarded with "ver- 
boten'1' signs before the.twg^A''-war. .^pq^V^yjeyyj-Ajpg ifo,.. 
r a'ginable was prohibited'TMost'of^fliese laws 'disappeared 


in the revolution that followed the collapse of the empire. 


Liberty is in constant battle with license. In attempting 


to curb the unbridled license of a few, we ourselves legis- 
late away our own liberty. Crime doesn't pay. That has 
been demonstrated. Merciless selfishness and disregard for 
others results in inevitable self-punishment. This is axio- 
matic. 


Laws fail to make all citizens law-abiding, and if car- 


ried to excess, make many law-abiding citizens lawless. 
Constant education as to the futility of encroachment upon 
the rights and the safety of others is the only real remedy. 
We cannot make all the people be decent.' But we can 
teach the majority of them to be descent, if we are deter- 
mined to do it.

by Old Time Monarchs 


Among those' In ancient times 


who could afford to turn over and 
ake another nap In the morning, 
>ne of the wealthiest was Ram- 
ses III. according to a writer in 
he Detroit News; This Egyptian 
hnraoh some 3,000 years ago w«s 
3azzHng the known world with his • 
reasures. 
Dlodorons 
estimated 


Rameses' wealth at about 400,000 
alents, equivalent to the purchas- 
ng power of $10,000,000,000. Croe- 
sus, the best known of all rich 
men, 
probably was not quite as 


wealthy "as Rameses, but he was 
able to give the equivalent of $200,- 
000,000 to the Delphic Oracle as a 
bid for victory against the Persians. 
And, 
be it added, took his defeat 


Ike a mail. Croesus had a rela- 
:ive, Pythius, who handed Xerxes 
$24,000,000 one day as a token of 
his esteem and when Xerxes hesi- 
tated, assured him that it was a 
mere trifle to what he had on 
hand. Considering that the money 
would have to be multiplied by 20 
to realize its purchasing power to- 
day, that was one of the largest 
gifts ever made. 


Solomon's income was equal to 


$20,000,000 a year. Sardanapolus, 
Nero, Lucullus, the queen of Sheba 
and Cleopatra, if alive today, would 
be respected by some of our richest 
nabobs. Then there was William 
de la Pole, who, in the Fourteenth 
century, loaned his king $5,000,000 
—to tide over a royal embarrass- 
ment—and never got it back.

Exudes Poison Gases 


For years'travelers In Java have 


:old 
of a "death valley" on the 


slopes of the volcano of Tangkoban 
?raho. The bottom of this valley, 
so they report, is paved with the 
skeletal remains of birds and liz- 
nrcls, and, according to some, even 
the skeletons of a few venturesome 
:iuman beings who dropped dead 
there or staggered out of the fatal 
jowl only to die on its rim. This 
valley has now been definitely lo- 
cated by the chemist of the vol- 
canological survey of the Dutch 
East Indies. 


The Java valleys, says Dr. E. E, 


Free, seems to deserve its name, 
for inconspicuous vents in its bot- 
tom have been discovered by the 
chemists to be discharging not 
only carbon dioxide gas, which dis- 
places the oxygen of the air and 
might suffocate 
the unwary, but 


also a stil! deadlier poison, hydro- 
gen sulphide gas. This compound 
Is the evil-smelling gas given off 
by rotten eggs. In the small traces 
set from such decaying substances, 
or as used in equally small amounts 
in chemical laboratories, the gas is 
not seriously dangerous. Analyses 
made in Java's cleaJly valley show, 
however, as much as 10 per cent 
of this gaseous poison in the air— 
enough to poison any creature that 
breathes it for more than a few 
seconds.—Pathfinder Magazine.

Ing for $30 a pound, furfural, wide- 
ly used as an insecticide, now sells 
for 10 cents a pound as a result of 
recent discoveries by chemists who 
have succeeded in producing it 
from oat hulls and other waste 
farm products. 


A discovery by Prof. Orland R. 


Sweeney, chemist at the Iowa State 
college, has opened up an entirely 
new source for furfural in sugar 
beets. 
After the sugar has been 


extracted from the beets, the pulp 
is put through an additional proc- 
ess which extracts the chemical. 


Besides serving as an insecticide, 


furfural is used in making synthetic 
resins.—Popular Science Monthly.

Sroceries were purchased in Pomona 
until F. E. Grover opened the first 
store, where the theater now stands, 
and among the first customers was 
Mr. Amon, who purchased hinges for 
his house. 


It was several years before Covina 


had a postoffice, the nearest office bo- 
ing called Citrus, located near the 


rner of Citrus and Cypress ave- 


nues.

specifics the proposed Pine canyon 
lam for the construction of which 
a $10,00l'(,000 bond issue is to be vot- 
ed on at Pasadena on June IS, next. 
The notification sets forth that such 
dam construction and the impound- 
ing of any waters back o£ it. whether 
the water is derived from the water- 
shed back of the structure or is brot 
in from the Colorado river or else- 
where, will impair for the following 
asserted reasons the rights of stated 
riparian owners and others who have 
obtained prescriptive rights by ap- 
propriation along the San Gabriel 
river between the mouth of San Gab- 
riel canyon and the ocean. 


REASONS ASSIGNED 


Interference with the natural flow 


of the river, thus preventing absorp- 
tion of the river waters by the un- 
derlying and adjacent material aad 
the disruptive effect of the river in 
producing a penetration into the ma- 
terial .'Uentioned of its waters, which 
are required for the replenishment 
of the underground basins along the 
river both within and below San 
Gabriel canyon. 


Impairment of and 
interference 


with the surface flow of the stream 
by impounding its surface waters 
by lowering the water piano of the 
area below the canyon to such ex- 
tent that these waters no longer will 
exiidt- to the surface. 


It further is maintained that Pasa- 


dena has no riparian right in ,'he 
river except to the extent of owner- 
ship nf a very small amount of land 
in San Gabriel canyon; that Pasa- 
dena has no export right.-i; that the- 
city does not overlie the underground 
basin contacting the river or feed- 
ing or fed by it; that under a speci- 
fied precedent court decision, tbe ri- 
parian owners have the -absolute 
right as against non-riparian appro- 
priators, to have the stream flow as 
it naturally does. 


WATER SUPPLY 


Addressing itself to the question 


of water supply, the communication 
states that the entire water crop of 
the San Gabriel river, as ascertained 
by the association's engineer, is and 
will continue to be insufficient to 
meet the present and prospective re- 
quirements of the riparian owners, 
those having co-relative rights and 
those having water appropriations 
by virtue of prescription. 


The communication notifies that 


any attempt by Pasadena alone or 
in conjunction with the Metropoli- 
tan water district, or anyone else, 
to build the dam and impound the 
waters concerned or any part of 
them, or aiiy attempt by Pasadena 
or the Metropolitan water district 
or anyone else to build any dam in 
the canyon, other than the present 
operations of the Los Angeles coun- 
ty flood control district, will be met 
by the resistance thru court action, 
if need be, of the attorneys men- 
tioned acting for the stated riparian 
owners and by those owners and all 
others asserted to have water rights 
in the described area. 


This comm'inication, the board is 


informed, is not sent as a threat, 
but fully to av3vi.se as to the atti- 
tude of the association, its repre- 
sentatives and the asserted ripar- 
ian and other holders of water 
rights.
